Where a whole community is 
Interested In the same breed of live 
•lock, where practically every farm la 
a breeding station, thera la drat a 
wider basis of selection ttmn where 
only on# farm Is given ovab to that 
breed. A wider basis of selection 
makes possible more scientific mating 
than Is possible where there are only 
a few breeding animals from which to 1 
select. In the second place, a neigh-! 
borhood enterprise of this kind gives 
grenter permanency and continuity 
than are possible where only a few in¬ 
dividual fanners sre Interested 

It has happened so often In this I 
country that It may almost be said to | 
be the rule that by Che time a success¬ 
ful breeder hat built up a superior 
herd, stud or flock his life la drawing , 
to a close, his sons have moved to 
town end his animal! are scattered. 

These animals may after they are 
scattered do something toward Improv¬ 
ing the general average of the animals 
of the community, but this is by no 
means certain. There are many 
chances that they will be crossed with 
other breeds, and the general tend¬ 
ency of haphazard crossbreeding la to 
produce mongrels. 

If. on the other hand, the whole com¬ 
munity In which such a breeder lived 

engag'd in <|.-\Hoping |k| gUM 
bree.i instead of a large number Of dif¬ 
ferent breeds, his animals would prob¬ 
ably remain In the same neighborhood 
ami be crossed with others of the 
same breed. When this happens the 
work of the individual breeder la not 
lout, but la enabled to count In the Im¬ 
provement of the stock of the country 

I'nder our present highly Individual¬ 
istic methods the fanner who enters 
upon a breeding enterprise frequently, 
if not generally, makes the Initial mis¬ 
take of selecting some breed which Is 
new tor hla community in ordcr^hat he 
may have something dlfferein from 
anything possessed by hi* neighbors 
It Is safe to say that a neighborhood 
whose farmers behave In this absurd ; 
manner will never become distinguish 
ed for the excellence of its live stock 
or of its held crops. 

A- third reason for our lack of suc¬ 
cess In animal breeding has already 
been suggested—namely, the lack of 
stability of the average American 
farm family. Where the same farm 
stays in the same family for several 
generations, if It happens to be a 
breeding farm, there Is time to build 
up a superior herd, stud or flock In 
the United State? Mils do?a not often j 
happen. The sons of a successful 1 
breeder h-ve in tbe past frequently 
gone to a city to enter upon urban | 
business or profession. Dut even this j 
Instability of the farm family, which 
preveuts the continuation of breeding i 
enterprise* over long periods of time. 
Is In large measure due to a lack of' 
rural organization

Keeping Cream Cool 


Value of Vegetables 


Attention Should be Paid to Cooling 
Cream as Soon as Separated 

Now that warm weather la here, 
evdry possible means must be taken 
to get cream on the market in good 
condition. The warm days that nave 
already passed have had g marked ef¬ 
fect In lowering the quality of cream 
now belug madu into butter. 

Attention must be paid to cool¬ 
ing the crosm Just as scon as separ¬ 
ated. However, the greatest exposure 
to beet usually cornea when the cream 
is hauled to market and the cana are 
left uncovered, and exposed to the hot 
■an and dust. 

It has been found b> experiment 
that the temperature may be kept 
more than twenty degrese lower when 
dampened blankets are thrown over 
the can or dampened blankets are 
used than when tbe canr are left un¬ 
covered. In addition the dirt and dust 
are kept away from tbe cans and 
cream. 

It Is not only to the advantage of 
the producer to help in keeping up the 
quality of the cream to that good 
prices may continue, but low grade 
cream cannot be allowed to come upon 
the market in the future.—tt. JfcCann, 
Colorado Agricultural College, Fort 
Collins, Cclo

Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, now constitute the world's 
largest wheat farm, a tract so vast 
that U haa not all been explored yet 
and no one knows Us extent and re¬ 
sources. This great plain 1,000 miles 
long and ol undetermined productive 
width contains approximately 464,000,- 
000 acres of the best wheat land la 
the world, of which half la unknown. 
Of the total surveyed area of 149.* 
OCO.OOO acres only about 18,000.000 
acres have been brought under culti¬ 
vation, an area which la 1911 produc¬ 
ed 650,000,000 bushels of wheat, oats 
barley and flax—194,000,000 bushels of 
It being wheat It may be seen that 
there Is land enough to keep the world 
In bread for some time to come. Fur¬ 
thermore the country Is well supplied 
with railroads and is offering great In¬ 
ducements' to settlers. Something of 
the site of prairie Canada may be un¬

American Manufacturers Take Advan¬ 
tage of Opportunity and Are 
Developing Buelntes 

With every advantage in their fav¬ 
or and backed up by the assurance of 
any material assistance which It may 
be in the power of tbe government tu 
offer, American manufacturers of toys 
are now enlarging their facilities with 
tha prospect of making an active bid 
for tne foreign as well as the domestic 
trade. 

One toy msnufac.urer in Massa¬ 
chusetts is employing about three 
hundred hands, more than twice the 
number on his payroll than at the be¬ 
ginning of tbe war, and others have 
shown a proportionate expansion 
’mere sre some toys which will al¬ 
ways come from Germany, under nor¬ 
mal conditions, of course, because of 
the high development of the Industry 
in that country, but tbero are many 
which can be made on a competitive 
basis in the United States, says tbe 
New York Herald. 

Particular reference is made to tbe 
manufacture of dolls, of which the 
United States fomerly bought more 
than 92 . 000.000 worth, or more than 
one-fifth of the total production, in 
BaxeCoburg-Gotha.

These fully anticipated air excur¬ 
sions have definitely proved a mini- 
i*c( of important points, from which 
we have every Justification for draw¬ 
ing the most satisfactory conclusions. 
Summarising these points we may say 
that; 

(a) The enemy's aircraft show Uia 
greatest reluctance to trying conclu¬ 
sions w-ith any off our armed stations, 
where preparations have been made to 
receive them- 

ib) The craft used are of the fan.)- 
iar type and they have not shown 
themselves to be possessed of any ex¬ 
ceptional qualities. 

air) The failure to strike any posi¬ 
tion of military importance shows that 
the darkening of the coast and tin* 
putting out of all lights In the threat¬ 
ened area leaven .the Zeppelin hope¬ 
lessly gropiug in the dark and unable 
to drop bomba with the faintest like¬ 
lihood of bitting any definite objective. 

(d) The bombs themselves have 
proved comparatively harmless. 

(e» The destructive load carried In 
small, and serious damage is purely a 
matter of chance, and therefore a re¬ 
mote possibility. 

A number of people expressed sur¬ 
prise at an enemy's aeroplane appear¬ 
ing during the dk . but In this re¬ 
spect it must be remembered that 
night flying hr aeroplanes, except on 
known routes, over comparatively 
short distances. Is an extremely dan 
geroug undertaking.. The aeroplane 
must, therefore, come during tbe da> 
light, and return before dark, hence 
mid-d:.y appearances of these cruft are 
moat, likely it Is almost unnecessary 
to say that these visitors stand a very 
good chan e of being intercepted ou 
their return Journey by our coast-de¬ 
fending aircraft. The anti-aircraft 
gua lias also to be reckoned with, si-, 
though Its value may be said to be 
more or less of a potential character. 
In that it prevents, or rather increases, 
the risks * f. any airmen flying low. 

T$s Zeppelin is not bound to travel 
and arrive during the light, and it con¬ 
sequently chooses tbe dark, when tbu 
danger from anti-aircraft guns, rifle 
lire nnd pursuing aeroplanes is at a 
r'nlmum. Another advantage of the 
Zeppelin is that it has a longer radius 
of action, and can therefore avoid our 
d bases a n d—ttack more dis¬ 
tant parts of the country- For this 
reason the east coast is likely to re¬ 
main the favorite resort of the ene¬ 
my's airships. But that Is a mn'ter 
which need not worry residents along 
theae shores, for except >u the Tyne 
and London dlst.irt* these trips are 
likely to be chiefly in the nature of 
trials. 

That the enemy will make an at¬ 
tempt to raid London and possibly the 
Tyne, In force, con scarcely be doubt 
ed, but from the results achieved by 
the recent raids we may conclude that 
the damage done will only- be local, 
and not within the province of the 
enemy to regulate Moreover, the 
uightn are now getting shorter, and 
consequently the probability of the 
raldera reaching our shores undetect¬ 
ed is smaller, while the possibility of 
a safe return la still more remote. 

Mammoth Austrian Gun 

It Takes Forty-Eight Hours to Set it 
In Place 

The war has producer so many 
mechanical and chemical surprises 
that they no longer surprise. About 
the most recent of these In the new 
Ausuian 42-centimetre gun, an elong¬ 
ated stst«>] of the famous "thick Ber¬ 
tha," or 42-centimetre mortar Borne 
interesting particulars are available. 
A German war correspondent sends 
from the Austrian press headquarters: 

• The new Austrian 41'centimetre 
gun. which is a howitzer (in contra¬ 
distinction to the German 42-cenll- 
metre gun which la a mortar), was 
constructed by Chief Engineer Kroch 
of the Plisener Skoda Works. 1 From 
a gun planted behind the Dunajec 
bridge the first shot' ,wn fired on 
January 13. I have seen the effect 
of this first shot in Tarnow. A bole 
forty feet in diameter Indicates the 
spot where it landed. 

"The inhabitants of Tarnow report 
that the most terrible part was the 
howling of the shell as it passed In 
the air. 

"It lakes about one and a half 
mlnutea from the firing to landing. 
The 'fright tnd the tension during 
these ninety seconds sre terrible. It 
is g fact that many Russians went In 
san e from the fright. That was 
voufehed for from many sides- The 
gun has the dimensions or a steam 
locomotive. It takes two daya to set 
the Austrian 42-cenUmetre howitzer 
up ready for action.**

Me., Is re¬ 
ported to have run aa noiselessly as 
an automobile The w heel Is made of 
two sections, and is In effect a wheel 
within a wheel The Inner section Is 
fixed to the axle while the outer sec¬ 
tion takes the bearing on the track. 
Between the two sections la a rush 
ion of rubber of special composition 
which absorbs the vlbr.Mlons caused 
bv the grind of the tire on the rail 
and by ^regularities In the track, and 
It la this that givts tha wheel ita noise 
lest qualities.

Homestead Proxies 

Are Restricted 

Department of the Interior Tekee 
Steps to Curtail Practice 

An Important notice hae Just been 
Issued In circular form by the depart 
ment of the Interior affecting ihe fil¬ 
ing by proxy upon homestead land 
and later abandoning the claim in 
favor of relatives. The custom la be 
ing brought under more severe regu¬ 
lation, as the following letter, ad¬ 
dressed to Dominion lands agents aud 
inspectors, would indicate: 

"Hitherto It has been the practice 
to allow a settler ^ ho holds a proxy 
entry for a homestead to abandon 
such liomest ad In favor of certain 
relatives, provided such abandonment 
It received by the agent for the dls 
trlct In which the land is situated be 
fore six months have elapsed from the 
time the entry was made, notwith 
standing that the entrant had not fur 
ntshed proof that such entry' had been 
perfected. 

"1 am now to Inform you that It 
haa been decided tu change this prac¬ 
tice, and la future an abandonment 
in favor of a relative, executed by a 
settler, who holds a proxy entry will 
only be accepted provided the en¬ 
trant haa appeared before the agent 
for the district and lias fyled the us- 
nal statutory declaration on rorm 
"MU," and further satisfies the agent 
by statutory declaration that he (the 
entrant), has lived upon the land for 
a period of not leas than thirty days.

that the bark would be ruptured In 
the course of time. This Is Just what 
happens and la the reason why old 
trees have a rigid and furrowed bark.
